To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Sullivan,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Charlestown  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  (14th)  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  sub- 
jects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  the  necessary  town  officers  for  their  re- 
spective terms. 

Art.  2.  To  consider  the  budget.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  lay- 
ing out  and  repairing  highways,  building  and  repairing  bridges, 
street  lighting  and  for  the  necessary  charges  arising  within  the 
town. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  the  selectmen  to 
deliver  the  inventory  blanks  at  the  time  of  taking  inventory. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  borrow  on  notes  on  the  credit  of  the  town,  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  current  expenses  in  anticipa- 
tion of  taxes. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  respect  to 
appointing  members  of  the  finance  committee  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  all  trust  funds 
received  for  the  perpetual  care  of  lots  in  the  cemeteries. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
th  sum  of  $400.00  for  white  pine  blister  rust  control.  (Inserted  by 
request). 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $793.79  for  Town  Road  Aid,  the  State  will  contribute 
$3,175.16;  this  money  provides  for  maintenance,  construction,  or 
reconstruction  of  class  V  highways. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  concerning  the 
bridge  over  the  Little  Sugar  River  (now  closed)  near  Farwell's 
Mills  so  called  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  svifficient  for 
same. 


Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Water 
Commissioners  to  replace  and  extend  the  town  water  supply  on 
the  Claremont  road  from  the  last  hydrant  to  the  top  of  Page's 
Hill  with  pipe  suitable  to  accommodate  additional  hydrants  for 
fire  protection  in  this  area,  and  authorize  the  selectmen  to  bor- 
row on  notes  of  the  town  a  sum  not  exceeding  $10,000.00  for  this 
purpose.  This  money  to  be  repaid  from  funds  of  the  Water  De- 
partment. (Requested  by  petition). 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  extend  the  gravel  sidewalk  in  North 
CharlestowB  Village. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  the  selectmen  the 
authority  to  sell  and  deed  any  of  the  follow'ng  property:  Charles 
Kinson  Place,  G.  L.  Richardson  lot,  and  Farwell,  Ball,  White  lot, 
if  in  their  judgment  this  would  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  sufficient  to  acquire  a  town  dump  site. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50.00  for  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region  Asso- 
ciation. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regards  to 
removing  from  their  present  locations:  the  band-stand,  the  flag 
pole  and  the  Honor  Roll. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  tovim  will  vote  to  install  a  street  light 
on  Wheeler  Avenue  and  appropriate  money  for  this  purpose.  (By 
request). 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
money  to  install  a  street  light  on  Church  Street,  formerly  called 
Briggs  Lane.  (Inserted  by  request). 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regards  to 
assessing  annually,  users  of  the  sewage  system.  (Inserted  by  re- 
quest). 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  appoint  a  zoning  commission  of  seven  members,  with 
duties  set  forth  in  chapter  51  Sections  50-71  Revised  Laws  of 
New  Hampshire  1942,  as  amended  by  Chapters  110  and  278  Laws 
of  1949,  to  study  and  recommend  to  the  next  (or  special  town 
meeting)  town  meeting  the  boundaries  for  zoning  districts  and 
appropriate  regulations  to  be  enforced  therein.  Such  commission 


to  make  a  preliminary  report  of  its  recommendations  and  to  hold 
public  hearings  thereon,  before  submitting  its  iinal  report  to  the 
town  meeting.

The  selectmen  feel  that  a  brief  resume  of  the  activ- 
ities within  the  highway  department  in  1949  will  be 
helpful  to  the  citizens  of  Charlestown. 

The  following  things  were  done  in  addition  to  the 
regular  work : 

13,558  yards  of  gravel  were  put  on  the  roads.  This 
is  at  least  four  times  the  amount  of  any  previous  year. 

3  gravel  pits  were  opened  up. 

12  miles  of  brush  were  cut  along  the  roadways. 

1/2  mile  of  the  Acworth  road  was  rebuilt  and  resur- 
faced. 

Arborway  was  partially  filled  in. 

Relocated  Huntley  Avenue. 

Bought  a  new  sander.  Also  cab  for  the  small  trac- 
tor. The  new  Hough  Payloader  was  purchased.  This 
equipment  broke  down  several  times  but  all  expenses 
for  repairs  and  parts  were  taken  care  of  by  the  seller. 
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A  major  item  of  expense  in  the  highway  depart- 
ment was  for  repairs  ($3,739.78)  to  equipment.  $973.16 
of  this  amount  was  for  new  tires  and  $321.58  for  a  new 
motor  for  one  of  the  International  trucks.

The  water  department  officials  having  complied 
with  an  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  install  a 
chlorinator  at  an  expense  of  about  $4,000.00  for  the  vil- 
lage and  its  suburban  system  have  had  a  rather  un- 
eventful year. 

A  trustworthy  citizen  living  near  the  chlorinator 
house  has  been  hired  at  a  modest  cost  to  give  daily  at- 
tention to  the  chlorinator. 

The  original  portion  of  the  system  is  now  about  44 
years  old  and  requires  frequent  replacements.  Those  of 
you  who  are  not  acquainted  with  the  physical  surround- 
ings of  the  systems,  would  be  well  repaid  to  spend  an 
hour  or  two  inspecting  the  reservoirs  and  their  sur- 
roundings. After  reading  of  the  shortage  of  water  in 
numerous  localities  we  feel  happy  over  the  fact  of  our 
rather  abundant  source  of  supply  and  for  the  gradual 
betterment  of  the  system.

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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 


Measles,  mumps,  whooping  cough  and  chicken  pox 
are  the  only  contagious  diseases  that  have  been  reported 
during  the  past  year. 

Samples  of  water  from  both  the  village  and  North 
Charlestown  have  been  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  laboratory  for  analysis  at  various  times.  The  re- 
sults have  been  very  satisfactory.  From  the  report 
dated  Jan.  16,  1950  the  remarks  were  "satisfactory  at 
time  of  collection"  and  from  the  one  dated  Feb.  1,  1950, 
"good  at  time  of  collection — no  criticism."  Since  my  last 
report  the  chlorinator  for  the  village  supply  has  been 
put  in  operation  with  very  satisfactory  results.  This  is 
a  modern  plant  and  I  am  sure  the  water  department  of- 
cials  would  be  glad  if  more  people  would  inspect  it.  The 
superintendent  will  be  glad  to  show  and  explain  the 
working  at  any  time. 

Again  this  year  Charlestown  was  included  in  the 
survey  of  hay  fever  conditions  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  The  sampling  device  was  in  operation  two 
months,  August  and  September  under  the  care  of  your 
health  officer.  The  results  of  the  1948  survey  have  been 
published  and  a  copy  is  now  in  the  reading  room  of  our 
.library. 

Many  of  our  citizens  took  advantage  of  the  visit 
of  the  X-ray  Mobile  the  past  summer,  results  of  the  pic- 
tures have  been  mailed  to  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ZONING  COMMITTEE 


With  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Salo  J.  Tani,  planning 
director  of  the  state  planning  and  developing  commis- 
sion, the  zoning  committee  present  to  the  voters  of 
Charlestown  its  report: 

There  is  not  time  between  now  and  the  March  town 
meeting  to  draft  and  consider  in  public  hearings  ade- 
quate zoning  ordinances  as  required  by  law.  The  pres- 
ent zoning  committee  does  not  have  the  power  to  draw 
up  a  set  of  ordinances  to  be  voted  upon  at  town  meet- 
ing- It  is  only  empowered  to  investigate  the  advantages 
and  procedure  of  zonmg,  to  report  its  findings  and  to 
make  suggestions  based  on  such  findings. 

AccordinQ-  to  the  enablino"  l°Gr''Rlatinn  leaflet  w^h- 
IirTt^/i  h^T  -f-Tip  st-^te  -rl^nfi'nqr  and  dpv^loTDmg  commission 
in  IQ-^e  the  purpose  and  the  governing  regulations  are: 

For  the  pnrro^e  of  nromotino-  health,  safetv,  mor- 
als 3nd  Q-pver^\  welfj^re  the  municirality  may  be  divid- 
ed into  districts  (called  zones'^  of  size,  shane  and  gen- 
eral use  considered  most  suitable.  Regulations  (ordi- 
nances) may  differ  in  different  zones. 

Any  ordinances  which  may  be  adopted  bv  the  town 
would  not  apply  to  structures  already  existing  nor  to 
their  uses. 

Any  ordinances  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  town 
may  be  modified,  amended  or  repealed.  A  board  of  ad- 
justment, consisting  of  five  members,  is  appointed  by 
the  voters.  This  board  has  the  power  to  make  special 
exceptions  when  any  ordin^ance  results  in  unnecessary 
hardship.  A  new  member  of  the  board  is  appointed  each 
year  to  replace  one  going  out. 

In  general:  there  are  49  communities  in  New 
Hampshire  having  zoning  or  planning  ordinances  in  ef- 
fect; 22  of  them  are  about  the  size  of  Charlestown. 
Many  towns  have  amended  or  modified  their  laws  but 
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none  has  repealed  them.  The  committee  wrote  to  zon- 
ing commissions  in  eight  towns  comparable  in  size  and 
layout  to  Charlestown  asking  for  copies  of  their  ordi- 
nances and  for  letters  of  advice  or  comment.  These  were 
received  and  studied.  From  these,  the  state  leaflet,  the 
close  cooperation  of  Mr.  Tani,  and  a  careful  study  of  the 
needs  of  Charlestown  the  following  conclusions  have 
been  drawn : 

Zoning  is  designed  to  protect  the  rights  of  ALL  cit- 
izens to  have  a  clean,  safe,  progressive  community  in 
which  to  live.  It  is  the  right  of  every  voter  to  have  a 
voice  in  how  this  kind  of  community  is  achieved  and 
maintained.  Any  community  without  the  protection  of 
zoning  ordinances  which  the  voters  themselves  have  ap- 
proved depends  entirely  upon  the  judgment  and  discre- 
tion (selffish  or  unselfish)  of  a  small  minority  of  its 
citizens.  Every  voter  should  have  a  right  to  determine 
to  a  degree  the  admission  and  location  of  new  enter- 
prises, the  disposition  of  large  estates,  the  protection 
of  property  against  devaluating  developments.  The  pur- 
pose of  zoning  is  not  to  restrict  the  rights  of  property 
owners  and  those  who  pay  rent,  but  rather  to  protect 
the  rights  they  have. 

The  committee  does  not  suggest  a  complicated  set 
of  zoning  ordinances  for  Charlestown  but  rather  regu- 
lations designed  to  control  the  size,  desirability  and  dis- 
tance from  the  street  of  any  new  constructions  on  Main 
street  from  underpass  to  underpass  and  roughly  from 
East  street  including  all  property  abutting  East  street 
to  the  Connecticut  river  and  on  all  side  streets  within 
this  area.  Definite  boundaries  would  be  determined. 

The  following  are  suggested  ordinances  which  are 
included  in  this  report  only  to  show  the  voters  what 
zoning  could  mean.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  they  are 
only  suggestions. 

For  simplification  we  have  designated  three  zones, 
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the  boundaries  of  which  would  have  to  be  definitely  de- 
termined if  ordinances  were  adopted. 

Zone  A.  The  business  district  on  Main  street  from 
School  street  to  Sullivan  street  on  the  east  side  and 
from  the  library  to  the  overpass  on  the  west  side. 

Zone  B.  The  residential  district  of  North  and 
South  Main  street,  both  sides,  exclusive  of  the  area  al- 
ready included  in  Zone  A. 

Zone  C.    The  remainder  of  the  proposed  zoned  area. 

(A  Zone  D  could  also  be  designated  to  include  all 
other  area  in  the  township.  Such  a  zone  would  be  little 
affected  by  any  ordinances.) 

1.  No  land  or  building  in  Zones  A  or  B  shall  be 
used  for  sawmills,  lumber  yards,  overnight  cabins  or 
camps,  trailer  parks,  picnic  grounds,  public  stables, 
warehouse  or  any  type  of  factory  that  shall  be  injurious, 
noxious  or  offensive  to  the  neighborhood  by  reason  of 
fumes,  odors,  dust,  smoke,  vibrations,  noise  or  other 
cause. 

2.  No  land  in  Zone  B  shall  be  used  for  gas  sta- 
tions, public  garages,  public  eating  places,  stores  (ex- 
cept privately  owned  shops  within  dwellings)  public 
amusement  centers  other  than  schools,  churches,  or  a 
possible  restored  Old  Fort  No.  4 

3.  No  building  shall  be  erected  between  a  desig- 
nated public  sidewalk  and  the  road  nor  within  a  certain 
distance  (to  be  determined)  from  side  boundaries  in 
Zones  A  and  B. 

4.  No  building  in  Zones  A  or  B  shall  be  used  for 
any  other  purpose  than  its  use  at  the  time  zoning  ordi- 
nances become  legal  without  first  obtaining  permission 
from  the  board  of  adjustment. 

5.  Any  lawful  use  of  any  building  or  premise  in 
existence  at  the  time  zoning  ordinances  become  legal 
may  continue  its  use  through  it  be  contrary  to  the  ordi- 
nance. 
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Other  ordinances  may  be  desired  to  cover  regula- 
tions for  minimum  required  floor  area,  sanitary  plumb- 
ing and  fire  proof  roofs  and  chimneys. 

Alterations  and  additions  may  be  controlled  by  an 
ordinance  requiring  that  alterations  and  additions  be  in 
keeping  with  the  neighborhood  character  and  not  be 
detrimental  to  property  values. 

No  planning  board  or  building  code  is  required  if 
zoning  is  carefully  drawn  up. 

An  article  in  the  warrant  asks  that  a  zoning  com- 
mission be  appointed  this  year.  If  the  town  votes  to 
have  such  a  commission  appointed,  then  that  commis- 
sion draws  up  a  set  of  ordinances  which  will  be  voted 
upon  at  Town  Meeting  in  March  1951,  after  required 
public  hearings.

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A  Message  from  Your  Superintendent 


American  education  has  undergone  many  changes 
in  the  past  half  century.  Public  education  now  is  an  ac- 
cepted part  of  our  complex  society,  and  its  importance 
to  the  democratic  form  of  government  is  recognized  by 
all  thinking  people.  Tho  effectiveness  with  which  the 
isms  of  foreign  lands  have  been  drilled  into  the  minds  of 
youth  is  proof,  if  we  need  any,  of  the  importance  of  edu- 
cation in  our  country  to  sustain  and  bring  to  realization 
the  ideals  of  democracy. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  century,  it  was  the  rare 
boy  or  girl  who  had  either  the  inclination  or  opportunity 
to  complete  high  school  or  college.  In  1950,  the  great 
majority  begin  high  school,  a  large  percentage  finish, 
and  a  fair  proportion  of  these  complete  college.  Elemen- 
tary education  is  compulsory  for  all.  Progress  is  being 
made  towards  educational  equality. 

Changes  have  been  made  in  curricula,  and  more 
must  come.  Training  in  the  three  R's  and  academic 
work  is  just  as  important,  and  methods  have  improved. 
As  the  public  school  is  our  society's  instrument  for  con- 
tinuance and  improvement,  schools  have  added  train- 
ing in  the  vocational,  cultural  and  citizenship  aspects  of 
our  living.  The  school  plant  becomes  a  real  community 
where  youth  learns  to  work  and  play  together  for  the 
most  formative  years  of  their  character  development, 
and  a  center  of  local  activities  in  which  all  citizens  take 
pride. 

Many  problems  face  the  citizens  of  Supervisory 
Union  No.  5  in  their  efforts  to  support  and  improve  their 
school  systems.  I  am  presenting  a  summation  under  the 
three  headings :  educational,  building,  financial. 

Educational 

Increased  enrollments  and  building  capacity  limits 
are  causing  overcrowded  conditions  which  make  good 
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teaching  difficult.  Twenty-five  to  thirty  pupils  in  a  sin- 
gle grade  should  be  the  maximum.  Where  several 
grades  must  be  placed  in  one  classroom,  the  total  num- 
ber should  not  exceed  twenty-five.  We  have  many  sit- 
uations where  the  teachers  frankly  admit  inability  to 
teach  effectively  because  of  too  many  pupils  and  too  lit- 
tle time.  Poor  lighting,  ventilation,  lack  of  sanitation, 
and  no  room  for  special  activities  limit  educational  effi- 
ciency in  too  many  towns  in  this  Union. 

School  boards  are  aware  of  the  need  for  having 
good  tools  of  learning  —  books,  maps,  supplies,  practi- 
cal arts  materials,  and  even  athletic  equipment.  They 
are  attecipting  to  include  sufficient  funds  in  budgets  to 
provide  for  classroom  needs.  With  so  many  costs  fixed 
by  law  or  conditions,  it  is  natural  to  look  to  this  area 
for  reductions.  In  many  schools,  materials  have  not 
been  adequate.  It  is  unwise  to  attempt  savings  here  be- 
yond limits  of  reasonable  economy  because  these  are 
basic  needs  and  would  effect  little  reduction  in  the  total 
budget. 

It  is  our  good  fortune  to  have  a  large  number  of 
competent  and  experienced  teachers.  Many  of  our  teach- 
ers are  married  and  make  their  homes  in  our  communi- 
ties. They  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  town  as 
well  as  the  school.  The  requirements  for  certification  to 
teach  in  New  Hampshire  have  become  more  stringent. 
Many  "permit"  teachers  are  taking  extension  courses 
and  summer  courses  to  meet  these  requirements.  Sal- 
aries have  increased.  They  must  continue  to  do  so  un- 
til the  supply  of  teachers  is  greater  and  until  teaching 
as  a  profession  at  least  keeps  ud  with  the  economic  re- 
turns from  other  occupations.  There  is  a  national  and 
state-wide  shortage,  especially  of  elementary  teachers. 
Better  retirement  systems,  higher  pay  and  lower  educa- 
tional requirements  crntinves  to  drain  New  Hampshire 
of  some  of  its  finest.  Teachers  are  human  beings  who 
like  to  be  commended,  who  like  good  homes,  pleasant 
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surroundings  and  friends.  The  great  majority  in  the 
profession  place  service  to  children  above  monetary  re- 
turns. 

As  our  concern  is  more  with  the  progress  that  each 
child  makes  than  with  his  present  standing,  we  are  un- 
dertaking a  testing  program  in  every  school.  Standard- 
ized tests  to  measure  mental  ability  and  attainment  in 
nine  areas  of  learning  will  be  given  and  records  made  of 
results.  This  will  become  a  yearly  procedure  so  that  we 
can  chart  progress  made  against  what  normally  could 
be  expected.  We  can  try  harder  and  devote  more  time 
to  those  areas  where  weaknesses  become  evident. 

Building  Problems 

All  except  one  of  the  eight  towns  have  pressing 
building  needs.  Nearly  all  buildings  are  very  old  and 
provide  inadequate  housing  for  increased  enrollments. 
Efforts  have  been  made  and  are  being  made  to  plan  and 
to  build.  It  is  not  a  problem  of  easy  solution.  I  am  sure 
that  the  people  of  our  communities  want  bigger  and  bet- 
ter buildings  with  running  water,  modern  plumbing  and 
controlled  heat. 

It  is  discouraging  to  spend  money  patching  up  and 
repairing  to  "get  by  another  year"  when  we  would  like 
to  see  these  dollars  go  into  a  permanent  improvement. 

More  towns  are  setting  up  capital  reserve  accounts 
as  a  long-term  means  of  getting  new  buildings.  It  is  my 
recommendation  that  every  town  should  set  aside  at 
least  a  few  hundred  dollars  and  increase  it  year  by  year. 
A  committee  in  one  town  of  the  Union  is  attempting  to 
raise  money  by  other  means  than  taxation.  They  should 
be  congratulated. 

Some  small  towns  in  New  Hampshire  have  given 
up  waiting  for  financial  assistance  from  state  or  federal 
government.  The  satisfaction  they  must  have  with  their 
new  buildings  and  the  benefits  to  their  children  must  be 
ample  rewards  for  the  sacrifice.  A  new  school  is  a  liv- 
ing memorial  to  the  faith  we  have  in  our  boys  and  girls. 
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Financial  Problems 

Real  economy  means  wise  spending  and  not  parsi- 
mony. The  cut  in  State  Aid  to  education  from  two  mil- 
lion to  four  hundred  thousand  certainly  is  not  economy. 
It  costs  money  to  provide  even  average  schools.  Actual 
expenditures  for  schools  have  not  been  reduced  by  this 
move.  The  result  has  been  to  thrust  back  upon  commun- 
ities practically  the  total  burden.  Real  estate  taxes  have 
increased  greatly  and  will  go  higher  if  additonal  sup- 
port is  not  returned. 

Our  Union  is  made  up  of  small  communities  with  a 
small  propor^"ion  of  mcome-produc^'ng  propertv.  Several 
thousand  dollars  of  income  was  taken  aw^v.  Even  those 
towns  whose  allotment  was  not  reduced  feel  the  pinch 
as  tuition  and  transnortation  costs  increase  sharnly. 
Other  states  have  increased  their  financial  sunport  to 
towns  and  have  provided  a  sound  tax  bas's  for  doing  so. 

Transrortaticn  will  contimie  to  be  an  expensive 
problem.  A  Inrsre  r^orortion  of  our  perils  have  to  be 
transported  long  distances  over  both  good  and  bad 
roads  The  oreoeraphv  of  soT^e  of  the  towns,  and  the  re- 
mote location  of  some  of  the  homes,  make  transnorta- 
tion  costs  soar,  often  bevond  reasonable  evrec+a''"ions. 
Tuition  to  outside  schools  is  advancing  rapidlv  due  to  in- 
creasing enrollments  and  hiarher  charges  for  tuiton.  All 
receiving  towns  are  increasing  tuition  charges  for  next 
year,  some  sharply,  a  reflection  of  their  greater  costs. 
Large  deficits  of  some  towns  in  the  Union  are  attributa- 
ble to  these  two  factors  which  your  School  Boards  can- 
not control. 

Your  school  officials  are  some  of  our  most  respected 
citizens  who  give  freely  of  their  time,  and  who  are  very 
much  aware  of  their  responsibility  to  youth  and  town. 
They  cannot  be  justly  accused  of  waste.  The  average 
cost  per  pupil  in  New  Hampshire  for  1948-1949  was 
$229.49.  The  schools  in  your  towns  are  being  operated 
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at  considerably  less.  It  is  inevitable  that  school  expenses 
should  increase  along  with  every  other  commodity  and 
service.  Good  education  cannot  wait  for  a  more  conven- 
ient time.  There  is  a  need  for  greater  public  understand- 
ing of  school  problems.  We  are  encouraging  adult 
groups  to  organize  to  study  their  schools,  to  ask  ques- 
tions and  to  assist  in  activities. 

The  difficulties  are  so  many  and  so  varied,  and  their 
solution  so  important,  that  I  am  humble  before  the  task. 
Your  support  and  good  will,  expressed  to  me  in  many 
ways,  is  especially  gratifying.  All  of  us  working  earn- 
estly together  with  courage,  persistence  and  vision,  oft- 
en forgetting  ourselves  in  service  to  our  communities, 
should  evolve  a  majority  of  the  right  answers.

For  Special  Consideration 

During  this  first  year  of  administering  your 
schools,  I  have  been  faced  with  problems,  the  solution 
of  which  can  wait  no  longer.  The  condition  of  the  pres- 
ent buildings,  combined  with  increasing  enrollments, 
required  that  the  work  of  planning  completed  by  the 
building  committees  culminate  in  the  building  program. 

The  school  district's  financial  situation,  with  the 
loss  of  State  Aid,  a  deficit,  and  a  minimum  budget,  has 
made  it  impossible  to  carry  out  many  necessary  im- 
provements and  has  required,  literally,  the  counting  of 
pennies. 

-  We  are  pleased  to  report  progress  in  our  building 
program.  At  the  special  meeting  in  November,  the  peo- 
ple in  Charlestown  faced  up  to  the  need  of  school  hous- 
ing and  voted  funds  for  a  new  junior-senior  high  school. 
Money  has  been  obtained  by  a  bond  issue  of  $137,000, 
borrowed  at  the  very  low  rate  of  2.l7o,  to  be  paid  back 
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in  nineteen  years.  Adding  the  balance  of  capital  reserve 
moneys,  we  have  a  little  over  $160,000  for  the  project. 
By  the  time  this  report  is  printed,  the  bids  will  have 
been  received  and  accepted  and  the  building  project 
started.  We  expect  the  building  to  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy when  school  begins  in  September. 

The  loss  of  State  Aid  of  $15,000  is  a  great  blow  to 
our  town  and  taxes  are  unavoidably  increased  at  the 
very  time  we  need  more  money  than  ever  before  to 
operate  our  schools.  The  $1,500  voted  at  the  March, 

1949,  meeting  as  part  of  the  1949-50  budget,  but  to  pay 
deficiencies  of  1948-1949,  was  insufficient.  The  school 
books  were  closed  last  June  with  over  $2,700  still  owed 
net.  As  the  budget  for  1949-1950  is  a  minimum  one,  al- 
lowing no  room  for  contingencies,  it  has  not  been  pos- 
sible to  decrease  this  amount  to  any  great  extent.  We 
must  ask  for  a  deficiency  appropriation  again  in  March, 

1950,  to  clear  away  these  old  bills  and  put  the  district 
on  a  sound  financial  basis. 

However,  by  practicing  every  economy  possible 
during  1949-50,  we  think  we  will  be  able  to  hold  the  line. 
Som.e  old  supplies,  machines,  and  coal,  have  been  sold  to 
increase  our  income  a  little.  We  have  exceded  budge- 
tary amounts  in  a  few  spots  and  saved  in  others. 

Few  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  build- 
ings as  funds  for  repairs  and  replacements  were  al- 
ready ear-marked  and  largely  spent  for  necessities.  Old 
books  are  in  use,  old  desks  were  repaired  again  for  the 
increased  enrollment  of  this  year,  and  pupil  supplies 
have  been  stretched  by  using  up  sundry  materials 
bought  in  large  quantity  during  war  years. 

We  cannot  maintain  superior  school  standards  if 
such  practices  continue.  In  spite  of  our  transportation 
problems,  and  broad  curricula  offering,  Charlestown's 
average  per  pupil  is  less  than  that  for  the  state.  Our 
budget  for  1950-51  calls  for  maintenance  of  the  teach- 
ers' salary  schedule,  and  reasonable  amounts  for  school 
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operation.  It  is  doubtful  if  it  can  be  reduced  without  do- 
ing major  harm  to  our  educational  program,  and  re- 
quiring more  deficiency  appropriations. 

Major  improvements  on  the  Holden  building  await 
the  sale  of  the  Poisson  property  to  provide  funds.  Five 
or  six  thousand  dollars  are  needed  for  this  purpose. 

It  appears  that  there  is  scant  hope  for  State  Aid 
this  year.  When  the  public  gets  sufficiently  aroused  as 
to  the  long  term  effect  of  the  cut  on  our  educational  sys- 
tem, it  will  be  returned  and  increased. 

Good  schools  cost  money ;  poor  schools  a  lot  more !

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  this  report  as 
Headmaster  of  Charlestown  High  School. 

In  reporting  on  the  activities  of  the  high  school,  I 
would  like  to  discuss  some  of  the  problems  confronting 
the  school  in  regard  to  curriculum  at  the  present  time 
and  the  immediate  future. 

The  curriculum  of  the  small  high  school  must 
strive  to  meet  the  needs,  interests,  aptitudes  and  ca- 
pacities of  the  pupils  whom  it  must  educate.  To  be  suc- 
cessful, consideration  must  be  given  to  the  individual- 
ism of  pupil  and  of  community. 

We  have  been  striving  to  maintain  a  desirable  bal- 
ance between  the  traditional  pattern  and  one  developed 
for  the  individual  situation.  The  most  significant  trend 
has  been  in  the  offering  of  industrial  arts,  home  eco- 
nomics and  commercial  courses. 

We  continue  to  require  four  years  of  English  as  a 
requirement  for  graduation.  The  national  trend  is  to  re- 
duce the  formal  English  requirements  and  coordinate 
it  with  other  subjects,  including  units  in  oratory,  radio, 
debate,  and  dramatics  as  part  of  the  course.  This  is 
done  when  the  situation  warrants  it  and  equips  the 
child  with  what  he  needs  for  everyday  life.  We  have  at- 
tempted in  the  past  to  carry  out  this  newer  conception 
of  English. 

Latin  and  French  are  given  every  year  on  an  al- 
ternation schedule,  first  year  Latin  one  and  French  two 
and  the  second  year  Latin  two  and  French  one.  This 
plan  gives  the  pupil  an  opportunity  to  take  two  years  of 
two  foreign  languages. 

Four  years  of  science  are  offered  in  the  secondary 
school,  beginning  in  the  ninth  grade,  general  science; 
tenth  grade,  biology;  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades, 
chemistry  and  physics  in  alternate  years.  There  is  a 
strong  tendency  to  make  the  courses  both  practical  and 
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functional  and  to  get  away  from  the  traditional  hood 
that  has  tended  to  scare  students  away.  There  should  be 
two  courses  in  physics  and  chemistry,  one  for  the  col- 
lege preparatory  students  and  the  other  for  students 
who  will  not  go  beyond  high  school  but  will  be  better 
prepared  to  meet  problems  of  society. 

The  mathematics  offerings  are  as  follows:  Grade 
nine,  general  mathematics;  grade  ten,  algebra;  grades 
eleven  and  twelve,  advanced  mathematics  and  trignom- 
etry,  alternating  with  fused  geometry.  The  aim  of  the 
high  school  mathematics  is  twofold:  One,  to  teach  stu- 
dents such  habits  and  abilities  as  will  be  of  value  to 
them  in  their  ordinary  life  pursuits;  two,  to  prepare 
students  for  future  study  in  science,  engineering,  and 
allied  fields.  We  now  require  one  year  of  mathematics 
for  graduation. 

The  business  and  secretarial  course  provides  a  well 
balanced  four  year  program  of  subjects  of  vocational, 
cultural  and  social  values.  It  is  designed  to  produce  a 
well  rounded  individual,  as  well  as  to  give  him  a  train- 
ing that  will  aid  him  in  starting  on  a  business  career  or 
that  will  provide  a  background  for  further  training  be- 
yond the  high  school  level.  Subjects  offered  in  this 
course  are  as  follows:  Grade  nine,  junior  business; 
grades  nine  and  ten,  economic  geography  (alternating) ; 
grade  ten,  typing  one  and  bookkeeping;  grade  eleven, 
stenography  one  and  typing  two;  and  grade  twelve, 
general  office  practice.  Consumer  buying  and  sociology 
and  human  behavior  are  offered  in  alternate  years. 

The  industrial  arts  and  home  making  courses  have 
developed  into  the  most  popular  of  the  school  and  have 
enabled  us  to  attract  and  hold  many  more  students.  It 
is  the  school  policy  to  allow  college  preparatory  students 
to  supplement  their  courses  by  electing  industrial  arts 
or  home  making  units  wherever  possible.  The  industrial 
arts  course  presents  a  well  rounded  practical  explora- 
tion into  those  fields  for  which  there  is  need  in  the  work 
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area  supplied  by  the  school.  In  the  home  making  course 
cooking  and  serving  does  not  constitue  the  whole  pro- 
gram but  it  develops  thinking  along  all  phases  of  home 
and  family  life  including  home  nursing,  child  care,  men- 
tal and  personal  hygiene.  By  the  careful  selection  of 
electives  a  well  rounded  program  may  be  secured. 

The  physical  education  program  is  a  very  small  of- 
fering in  this  important  field.  The  teachers  and  pupils 
have  entered  into  it  with  enthusiasm  and  much  profit  is 
noted.  All  pupils  from  the  fifth  grade  through  the 
twelfth  grade  have  an  opportunity  to  take  it.  To  bring 
about  much  improvement  in  this  area  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  provide  a  larger,  more  equipped  play  area  for 
outside  activities  and  more  equipment  for  the  town  hall. 
With  limited  teacher  time  and  facilities,  I  feel  that  the 
program  is  spread  out  too  thinly.  As  health  is  closely  al- 
lied with  this  area,  there  is  a  strong  need  for  more  in- 
tergation  of  the  two  with  corrective  measures  being 
worked  out  when  necessary. 

Music  is  increasing  in  quality  and  participation  and 
by  having  the  vocal  instruction  by  one  teacher  and  the 
instrumental  by  another  we  have  been  able  to  provide 
better  organizations.  If  we  can  continue  to  improve  the 
band,  orchestra,  and  glee  clubs  and  get  the  younger 
people  interested  to  start  on  instruments  we  will  be  ac- 
complishing a  great  deal.  We  need  more  instruments  for 
beginners  because  many  cannot  aiford  to  buy  or  hire 
them  in  the  early  stages  of  preparation.  Because  about 
half  of  our  pupils  come  in  by  bus  it  is  very  difficult  to 
schedule  rehearsals  after  school,  but  the  orchestra  and 
band  members  do  practice  during  their  noon  hours  or 
before  school. 

The  senior  play  continues  to  be  an  annual  produc- 
tion, but  the  one  act  plays  that  have  been  produced  for 
the  past  three  years  are  becoming  more  popular  and  al- 
low a  great  many  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  dra- 
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matics.  The  annual  competition  with  Vilas  and  Walpole 
high  schools  is  an  event  anticipated  with  enthusiasm. 

A  spelling  bee  from  the  fourth  to  twelfth  grades 
created  much  interest  in  spelling  and  much  healthy 
competition  was  observed.  Eliminations  were  held  in 
the  grades  and  the  finish  was  held  at  the  town  hall  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  Rotary  Club  and  suitable  recog- 
nition and  prizes  were  given  by  the  club. 

Some  guidance  services  are  offered  but  under  the 
present  teacher  load  it  has  been  difficult  to  obtain  the  in- 
dividual pupil  data  necessary  to  carry  out  a  well  rounded 
guidance  program.  However  it  is  the  adopted  philoso- 
phy of  the  teaching  staff  that  guidance  is  a  service  of 
educational  direction  to  youth,  leading  ultimately  to  his 
self  direction  and  whatever  can  assist  in  attaining  this 
outcome  is  most  desirable. 

How  to  increase  the  educational  offering  with  a 
limited  corps  of  teachers  is  an  ever  present  problem  and 
we  are  continually  availing  ourselves  of  possibilities  of 
expanding  the  program  within  the  limits  of  our  poten- 
tialities. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  Superintendent 
Day  this  year  and  his  guidance  has  been  most  helpful 
to  the  teaching  staff  and  myself.  The  teachers  have  co- 
operated wholeheartedly  in  making  this  year  one  of 
progress  and  achievement  and  in  looking  forward  to 
next  year  we  feel  that  great  progress  can  be  made 
with  the  increased  room  and  facilities  offered  in  the 
new  school.

The  routine  inspection  and  check-up  of  the  school 
children  has  been  carried  on  in  the  usual  manner. 

This  year  all  students  participating  in  competi- 
tive sports  have  received  a  physical  examination  by  Dr. 
Paul  Willard. 

In  October  fifty-seven  students  over  fifteen  years 
of  age  took  advantage  of  the  State  Department  of 
Health's  chest  X-ray  program.  Reports  of  this  service 
were  sent  directly  to  the  parents  of  the  students  ex- 
amined. 

The  school  health  program  has  sought  and  made 
use  of  agencies  such  as  the  N.  H.  Division  of  Crippled 
Children's  Service,  the  State  Department  of  Health,  the 
N.  H.  Sight  Conservation  Program,  the  N.  H.  Tubercu- 
losis Association,  the  local  Red  Cross  Chapter  and  the 
Salvation  Army.  The  Charlestown  Mother's  Club  has 
helped  in  material  aid.

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BUILDING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


Since  the  last  published  report  of  this  committee 
there  have  been  two  formal  meetings  of  the  voters  of 
the  school  district;  the  regular  annual  meeting  in 
March,  1949,  and  an  adjourned  and  special  meeting  on 
November  5,  1949.  At  the  March  meeting  all  action  on 
articles  of  the  warrant  having  to  do  with  erection  of  a 
new  school  building  was  deferred  to  an  adjourned  ses- 
sion on  November  5.  This  was  because  of  unsettled  con- 
ditions due  to  bills  in  the  U.  S.  Congress  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Legislature  wh'Ich  proposed  financial  aid  for 
new  school  buildings.  In  both  cases  no  immediate  aid 
was  forthcoming.  In  fact  the  New  Hampshire  Legisla- 
ture, by  its  action  on  the  appropriation  for  education, 
withdrew  even  the  $15,000  state  aid  that  this  town  had 
received  in  the  past  two  years.  No  state  aid  of  any  kind 
is  received  by  Charlestown  at  present. 

Going  into  the  November  5  adjourned  meeting 
(which  was  also  a  special  meeting  to  allow  the  raising 
of  funds)  we  were  conscious  of  these  facts: 

1.  The  school  population  was  increasing  even 
faster  than  we  had  anticipated  at  the  start  of  our  build- 
ing planning  program,  four  years  ago. 

2.  That  it  was  expensive  and  totally  unsatisfac- 
tory to  continue  hiring  a  room  here  and  a  room  there 
to  accommodate  the  enrollment. 

3.  That  building  could  be  no  longer  put  off  with 
any  good  reason. 

4.  That  whatever  was  done  must  be  financed  for 
the  present  at  least,  by  our  own  efforts  without  state  or 
federal  aid. 

With  these  things  in  mind,  the  November  5  special 
meeting  voted  to  build  the  junior-senior  high  school  to 
accommodate  250  pupils,  on  the  lot  recently  acquired 
from  Sir  Vantis  and  Florence  Henshaw.  This  building 
is  to  be  without  the  auditorium-gymnasium  but  provi- 
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sion  is  to  be  made  so  that  such  may  be  added  at  a  later 
date. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  building  the  school  board 
was  authorized  to  bond  the  district  for  not  more  than 
$138,000  and  to  enter  into  the  necessary  contracts,  etc. 
Bonds  to  the  sum  of  $137,000  at  2.1%  interest  have 
been  sold  through  F.  W.  Home  Co.  of  Concord.  For 
these  bonds  the  school  district  received  also  a  premium 
of  $145.33,  and  accrued  interest.  All  expenses  of  print- 
ing, legal  opinions,  etc.,  were  assumed  by  F.  W.  Home 
Co.,  and  make  the  rate  of  2.1%  very  satisfactory.  Lat- 
est maturing  bonds  are  callable  so  that  if  funds  should 
become  available  from  any  source  such  funds  could  be 
applied  to  these  bonds  and  reduce  debt  and  interest 
charges. 

Blueprints  have  been  gone  over  many  times  to  as- 
sure that  the  building  will  have  sturdy  basic  construc- 
tion, will  be  consistent  with  expansion  plans  in  the  fu- 
ture, and  will  provide  adequate  classroom  space  for  the 
junior-senior  high  classes.  There  are  no  frills  on  the 
building  as  it  is  designed  at  present. 

By  the  time  you  read  this  report,  it  will  be  known 
whether  contractors'  bids  for  construction  will  be  con- 
sistent with  funds  available,  as  provided  by  the  bond 
issue  and  capital  reserve  fund,  to  build  and  equip  the 
school  building  for  which  we  have  worked  diligently  for 
the  past  five  years.

6.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Beard,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of 
the  district. 

7.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

8.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  district 
officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obliga- 
tions of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said 
appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from 
the  state  equalization  fund,  together  -with,  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the 
estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  appropriate  and  authorize 
the  school  board  to  use  an  estimated  $2,695  of  unanticipated  in- 
come from  the  national  school  lunch  program,  supervisory  union, 
miscellaneous  sales,  cash  balance,  special  activity  receipts,  and 
miscellaneous  receipts,  in  addition  to  the  original  appropriation 
of  1949-50,  to  defray  unexpected  additional  expenses. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate, 
in  addition  to  the  original  appropriation  for  1949-50,  a  sum  of 
$2,700  to  be  made  available  to  the  school  district  prior  to  July  1, 
1950,  in  order  to  meet  outstanding  obligations  of  the  school  year 
1948-1949. 
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12.  To  see  if  the  school  district  will  authorize  the  school 
board  to  make  contracts  for  transportation  of  pupils  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  years  upon  terms  and  conditions  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  school  board. 

13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  w'll  raise  and 
appropriate  for  furniture  and  fixtures  for  the  new  junior-senior 
high  school. 

14.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  construct  and  equip  a 
new  auditorium-gymnasium  and  shop  to  be  attached  to  and  a 
part  of  the  new  junior-senior  high  school.  (Article  inserted  by  re- 
quest.) 

15.  To  see  what  sum  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propiiate  for  the  construction  and  equipment  for  a  new  audi- 
torium-gymnasium and  shop  and  the  acquisition  of  any  real 
property  that  may  be  necessary  for  its  location;  and  whether  the 
district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  issue  of  serial  notes  or  bonds 
upon  the  credit  of  the  district  for  all  or  any  portion  of  the  sum 
so  raised  and  appropriated;  and  to  authorize  the  school  board  to 
determine  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  notes  or  bonds 
shall  be  issued,  including  their  sale,  the  time  and  place  of  pay- 
ment of  principal  and  in  accordance  with  the  municipal  bond  sta- 
tute. New  Hampshire  Revised  Laws,  Chapter  72  as  amended  by 
Chapter  55,  Laws  of  1949.  (Article  inserted  by  request.) 

16.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to 
make  application  for  and  to  receive,  in  the  name  of  the  district, 
such  advances,  grants-in-aid  or  other  funds  for  educational  pur- 
poses as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  Federal 
Works  Agency,  or  other  U.  S.  Government  or  State  Agencies. 

17.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to 
sell  the  Poisson  buildings  and  lot. 

18.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to 
use  part  or  all  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  Poisson  prop- 
erty to  repair  and  improve  the  Holden  School. 

19.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.
